FOR 

THE SESSION 1896-97. 


TO THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please youu Majesty. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges, I have the honour of submitting 
to Your Majesty the following Report of the proceedings and 
condition of the Queen’s College, Galway, for the Session 
189G-97. 

In the returns which are furnished every year in the Appendix 
to the Report, detailed information will be found of the con- 
dition and working of the College in each year since it was 
opened for the reception of Students in 1849. 

In my last Report 1 pointed out that the Students who could 
derive real advantage from University Education was in this dis- 
trict much smaller in proportion to the number of the inhabitants 
than in either of the other districts in -which Queen’s Colleges 
are situated. I mentioned, quoting from the last census : 

11 The counties Galway and Mayo combined contain a population 
that closely approximates to that of Antrim and to that of Cork. 
The details are as follows : — Galway and Mayo, population 433,700, 
attending superior schools 740 ; Antrim (including Belfast), population 
428,000, attending superior- schools 3,700 ; Cork (city and county), 
population 438,000, attending superior schools 3,210. It will thus be 
seen that, while in Antrim 1 in every 123, and in Cork 1 in every 138, 
are attending Superior schools, in Galway and Mayo combined only 1 in 
every 586 is enjoying such educational advantages as are calculated 
to fit students for University careers.” 

These figures are confirmed in a striking manner by the 
Report of the Board of Intermediate Education for 1896, which 
has just been issued. On page vii. of that Report it will be seen 
that the numbers of centres (for Examination) were, in Munster 1 0, 
in Ulster 67, in Connaught 16 ; and, on page ix, that the dis- 
tribution of Result Fees was as follows : — 

In Ulster, £14,727 14 7 to 126 schools. 

In Munster, £14,687 15 3 to 83 schools. 

In Connaught, £2,350 9 9 to 27 schools. 

A candid consideration of these figures forcibly suggests the 
reflection that a College planted in a district comparatively so

bare of facilities for higher education could not bo expected to have 
large numbers of names on its roll ; and that consequently the 
number of its students should not be viewed with discouragement, 
especially by those who can make due allowance for the adverse 
influences it has had to encounter. Those have been dealt with 
in former reports, and I may here recall the dissolution 
of the Queen’s University, of which this College was an integral 
part, and the determined opposition made to Undenominational 
Education as a system. On the contrary the number of 
distinguished and successful students, who have received their 
entire undergraduate training within its walls, being relatively 
larger, reflects the more credit on the efficiency of its teaching. 

f have in former Reports observed that it is an important part of 
the function of a Queen’s College to promote original research, and 
I have pleasure in referring to the following investigations made 
during the past year by members of the Staff and former 
Students of this College. 

Professor A. Anderson, M.A., has communicated to the Cam- 
bridge Philosophical Society contributions " Ou the, maximum 
deviation of a ray of light by a prism," and “ On tho apparent elec- 
trification in an electric field at the bounding surface of two 
dielectrics" ; Professor Dixon, SC.D., “ On a method of discussing the 
plane sections of surfaces," and “ On Lie’s method of solution of 
partial differential equations”; and Mr. J. A. M'Clolland, M.A., a 
former Demonstrator of Natural Philosophy, in conjunction with 
Professor J. J. Thomson of Cambridge, “ On the leakage of elec- 
tricity through dielectrics traversed by Rontgen rays.” Professor 
Dixon has communicated to mathematical journals papers oil 
“Cartesian Ovals,” “ A point in the Calculus of Variations,” and 
“The reduction of the second variation of an integral,” and 
Mr. M'Clelland to the Royal Society a paper on “ Cathode and 
Lenard Rays.” Mr. J. Henry, M.A., a former Demonstrator of 
Natural Philosophy, and “Exhibition of' I8SI”, Research-scholar, 
is working at experimental enquiry with Professor J. J. Thomson, 
and Mr. A. J. Walker, B.A., a former Demonstrator of Chemistry, 
with Professor Victor Meyor, in Heidelberg. In continuation of 
his previous work Professor Bastablo, ll.d., has contributed to 
Economic Science a book entitled “ The Theory of International 
Trade with some of its Applications to Economic Policy.” 

The Arts Faculty, whoso large function it is to liberalise profes- 
sional studies, maintains its high character. I may mention that 
Mr. W. Kennedy, Jf.A., has just been awarded a First Class 
prize at the Fellowship Examination in Trinity College, Dublin, 
and that Mr. O'. J ohnston, B.A., obtained Third place at tho Indian 
Civil Service Examination on his first trial. In tho Royal 
University of Ireland, one of our Students obtained tho Degree 
of Master of Arts with First Class Honours in Mathematical 
Science, and one the Degree of Bachelor of Science with Honours. 
Three obtained the Degree of Bachelor of Arts, with Honours in 
Mathematical and Experimental Physics, and one with. Plonours 
in Mathematical Science, two of the former gaining Second Class 
Exhibitions. At the Second University Examination one Student 
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of Queen's College, Gahvay. 7 

obtained 8, First Class Exhibition, with Honours in Latin, 
English, German, Mathematical Physics, and Experimental 
Physics. 

Our Medical School has, in common I believe with all others, 
suffered in its numbers from the changes lately introduced into 
the medical curriculum. The efficiency of the training it imparts 
is largely increased by the fact that the five Professors of our 
Medical Faculty are honorary physicians and surgeons to the 
Galway Hospital. I am pleased to learn that the skill thus 
brought within the reach of the sick and suffering throughout 
this poor and populous county is being more largely used year 
by year (the number of admissions for the year just concluded 
being 5 '14, as against 492 in the preceding year), that the general 
condition of the Hospital is satisfactory, and that the elected 
Board of Governors are introducing increased accommodation 
and improvements. Ia conjunction with the Union and Fever 
Hospitals it forms a valuable clinical school for our students. 

I am glad to state that the Department of Engineering, to 
which I have referred with satisfaction in former reports, has 
maintained its success during the past session. It may be hoped 
that the progress of the School will keep pace with the material 
and industrial development of this province. The students 
number twenty-seven, and obtained all the Exhibitions awarded 
last year at the First and the Second Professional Examinations 
of the Royal University of Ireland. 

I beg to call attention to the result of the change in the 
Statutes, announced in my Report of last session, by which all 
scholarships were thrown open to students of either sex. Two 
ladies obtained Literary Scholarships at our opening Exam- 
inations last October. 

The Museums are in a satisfactory condition both for teaching 
purposes and as collections. This College has experienced in 
common with all higher educational institutions increased demands 
upon its resources to enable its scientific departments to keep 
pace with the rapid progress of scientific development, and 
consequently has been unable to devote as much of its endow- 
ment as formerly to the enlargement of its Library ; hut I am 
pleased to state that it is supplied with the additions necessary 
for teaching, and that at no previous period have the students 
more largely availed themselves of the advantages it affords for 
the promotion of their education. 

In conclusion, I feel hound to express my sense of the services 
of the Deans of Residences. By their watchful care of the young 
men, who have come under their supervision, they have given 
confidence to parents and strengthened the discipline ot the 
College. The services of these Officers are rendered, I regret 
to say, gratuitously, though it has often been urged that their 
duties are such as to entitle them to salary.
